Not only did the story not tell much 
of the action, the statistics were so 
far wrong for both teams 
that thee 
were u n be I i e vt* ab I e . 
This game had to godown as one 
of the most exciting we have ever 
watched. 
It just seemed a shame 
that our boys could play so well and 
still end up 
with a tie. 
Even the 
Haskell fans were sating that we 
deserved to win. 
But back to statistics—we don't 
know how the figures got so mixed 
ii}), but the onl\ figures we agreed 
on were the number of interceptions. 
Where we had 329 yards rushing for 
Hamlin and 117 for Haskell, the 
figures out of Haskell show ITG for 
Hamlin and 2 17 for Haskell. In the 
passing department w e c ame up w i th 
3I yards for Hamlin and 163 for 
Haskell while they came up with 2 
for Hamlin and 3(> for Haskell. 
We are used to seeing a varia­ 
tion of five to ten yards one way or 
the other in the cumulative totals 
but this week was something else. 
The tie gave the Pipers a 1-5-1 
season and put them in fifth place 
in district, i'he Stamford Bulldogs 
captured 
their third 
consecutive 
championship and they will meet 
Granbury Friday 
in Stephenville. 
Ital linger was second with a 5-1-1 
record, Coleman came in third with 
a 1-2-1 slate, followed In Haskell 
with 3-2-2. 
Hamlin’s 2-4-1 put 
them fifth, followed by Winters and 
Merkel with 2-5 records and Anson 
came in last with a 0-6-1 record. 
It is a tittle sad to look back 
and speculate on how things would 
have l>een, if the boys hail played 
all season like they did 
against 
Haskell 
Friday. 
But then this is 
part of football and a part that makes 
it such a good training ground for 
later life. Maybe if just one of the 
boys playing this year found out 
Friday night that he was capable of 
better things, it was a go*xl year. 


According to Supt. 
Cook, the 
Legislative Council took no action 
at their meeting this fall on making 
any changes in the new awards rule. 
This means that the rule will be in 
effect at least for this year and next. 
The rule limits awards, such as 
football jackets, to one award to a 
student during his high school en­ 
rollment. 
The school can spend $20 now 
for the award instead of the $15 
that they had been able to spend in 
the past, 
but a boy cannot get a B 
Team jacket one year and then get 
a 
varsity 
jacket 
the 
next. The 
school can award a symbolic award 
each year as long as it does not 
exceed $3 in cost. 
We understand that Coach Joe 
Youngblood plans to issue plaques 
to all of the boys that do not elect 
to take their jackets this year. 
It is possible that the rule will 
be 
changed 
after 
tho two-year 
period, but then, we thought 
that 
the transfer rule would have been 
changed before now. 


We see where a Research Insti­ 
tution iscalling forseveral reforms 
in the Social Security program and 
one of these changes appeals to us. 
The flaw that they point out that 
we would like to see changed is that 
working husbands and wives 
are 
treated as separate taxable units. 
This (*an mean that they pay more 
into Social Security and 
receive 
less on retirement than a retired 
man whose wife did not work. 
For all practical purposes this 
amounts to the wife being required 
to pay in Social Security taxes but 
not receiving any benefits in return 
for her money. This appears to be 
completely unfair and unjust.

Times have changed, and 
our mail attests to it. 
This 
year, 
theoretically, 
every man, woman and child 
in the United States will be 
receiving 407 pieces of mail 
annually. In 1847, the average 
po-tal patron 
received six 
letters a year. 
During the Christmas rush, 
the pxi-1 11 service carries more 
mail in a month than most 
countries do in a year. 
Hamlin’s P >-t Office will 
deliver about 150,000 pieces 
of mail 
during tho holiday 
period and process 
an even 
greater amount for delivery 
in other locations, according 
to Postmaster W. L. Hunter. 
The Postmaster asked all 
area residents 
to mail now 
to avoid severe overloading of 
postal facilities Ho also urged 
residents to keep their side­ 
walks and rural mail boxes 
clear of snow and ice so that 
postal employees will not be 
delayed in delivering the large 
volume of mail.

4 c. sugar 
4 t. vanilla 
2 t. salt 
2 c. nuts (or less) 
3 c. flour 
Melt margarine and stir in 
cocoa 
While th is cools heat 
egg-, add -ugar. Beat again. 
Add margarine-cocoa mixture, 
then add vanilla, 
salt and 
flour.
